Water Commissioner Adkins Declares St. Louis Water Is Not to, 


‘Blame—He Cites Poor Drainage at Summer Outing 
Places as Cause of Increaseed Cases. 


Water drunk by St. Louisans during gether forgotten the 


outings at suburban resorts, and not the 
city water, is to blame for the many 
typhoid fever cases in the city, in the 
opinion of Water Commissioner Adkins. 

“The Health Department has reported 
a large increase in the number of ty- 
phoid fever cases since the picnic and 
vacation season opened,’’ said Mr. Ad- 
kins to a Post-Dispatch reporter. ‘*‘The 
Health Department believes the ailment 
is produced by the typhoid bacillus in 
the city’s drinking water. I do not. 

‘“t believe the people of St. Louis 
swallow the bacillus at one of the re- 
sorts close to the city. I believe they 
carry the germ back to the city, that it 
undergoes its period of incubation, anc 
when the patient finally observes the 


symptoms of the disease, he has alto- 


outing and the 
water he drank during it. Then the 
doctors blame St. Louis water. 

“Ramona Park, Normandy, Creve 
Coeur, Ferguson, Belleville and Piasa, 
all have drinking water which I con- 
sider open to suspicion. Habitations 
spread thickly over the district from 
which the water is drained. A case of 
typhoid in the district would dissemi- 
nate the disease widely. 

“The sanitary conditions at the sum- 
mer outing places are bad. The drain- 
age at these places is not good, the 
water comes from wells or springs into 
which more or less surface water must 
flow and the result is an outbreak of 
typhoid.

Why They Were Granted, 
but It’s a Big Task.

CHICAGO, Aug. 15.—Forty thousand 
divorces In 20 years, an average of 2000 
a year, are the figures for Chicago, ac- 
cording to O. M. Pond, who is in charge 
of the taking of the divorce census. 

Twenty-two clerks are now at work 
tabulating the various entries which are 
to be made in each case. In the number 
of clerks required for this task Chicago 
leads the country, New York being sec- 
one with 20 and Philadelphia next with 
15 


When the last divorce census was 
taken—20 years ago—lllinois and Chicago 
led the country. However, that census 
showed only 8134 divorces for Cook 
County—rather a paltry. showing com- 
pared with the one expected this year. 

Special statistics on drunkenness and 
poverty as a contributing factor in di- 
vorces can be obtained from this cen- 
sus.

City Executive Denies Interest 
in West St. Louis Water 
and Light Co. 


FIRST ACTION ILLEGAL 








Residents of County Have Ob- 
tained City” Water in 
Unlawful Manner. 


Francis Scharwitz, Assessor and Col- 
lector of Water Rates, is the ‘‘Little 
Biack Man” who muddled up the water 
Situation between the city and county 
of St. Louis, according to the sworn 
Statement which Mayor Wells has filed 
in answer to the clamorous residents of 
st, Louis County who demand tnat the 
city water which they have been geét- 
ting shall be continued inderinite.y. 

ine return ana answer to Mayor 
Weils, signed ana sworn to by him, was 
filed in tne Circuit Court or St. Louis 
County in the injunction suits brougne 
by residents of tne county in which it 1s 
alleged that Mayor Weis has entered 
into a conspiracy with David R. Francis, 
W. BP. Kennett and J. D. Perry Francis, 
trustee, to force residents in the county 
to become customers of the West At. 
Louis Water and Light Co. 

in his statement Mayor Wells de- 
nies that the City of st. Louis ever 
Sranted anyone the right to lay wa- 
ter pipes into the county, connecting 
with the water pipes ‘of the city. He 
admits that in 1904 Assessor ana Coi- 
lector of Water Rates Scharwitz at- 
tempted to license the county resi- 
dents to use city water through the 
water pipes laid without permission. 
He continues: 

“On May 11, 1904, the county resi- 
dents applied to Scharwitz for per- 
mission to place a meter on their 
water connection supplying their 
homes with city water, and Schar- 
witz attempted to grant them au- 
thority to use the city’s water, but 
this act of Scharwitz was unlawful, 
unauthorized, null and void.’’ 


Mayor Denies Conspiracy. . 


Mayor Wells admits that sums of 
money were paid to Scharwitz ‘‘un- 
der the said unlawful attempted per- 
mission,” but asserts that the money 
was a deposit against which was to 
be charged the water passing 
through the meters at the city’s reg- 
ular meter rates. 

Mayor Wells denies in the 
ment that he formed aie conspiracy 
with the West St. Louis Water and 
Light Co., David R. Francis, W. P. 
Kennett and J. D. Perry Francis, 
trustee, to compel county residents 
to contract. with the West St. Louis 
Water and Light Co. for water from 
its mains at’an exorbitant and unrea- 
sonable charge. -He denies that he 
holds stock in the company or that 
Perry Francis owns stock in trust 
for him, or that he has ever owned 
stock in the company in his own or 
any other name, or that he has had 
at any time any interest, pecuniary or 
otherwise, direct or indirect, in the 
company. 

Mayor Wells denies that the notices 
that the water would be turned off. 
which Scharwitz sent, were “in ac- 
cordance with any alleged conspir- 
acy,’ or that any such conspiracy ex- 
isted.

Had No Right to Water. 


The statement continues: ‘‘Never at 
any time have the Mayor, Water Com- 
mossioner or Assessor of Water Rates 
or. any of them had power to give or 
sell to any person except residents of 
St. Louis any water from the water- 
works system of St. Louis or to divert 
any part of the city water to any place 
outside the corporate limits or to erant 
license to do so. The county residents 
never had any valid right to obiain 
water from St. Louis for use in the 
county and it is the duty of the Mayor 
to see that the water before furnished 
be cut off.’’ 

The statement was drawn up by. As- 
sociate City Counselor Charles fn con- 
ference with Mayor Wells. 

“The residents of St. Louis County 
were outside of their legal rights when 
they used the _ city’s water,” says 
Charles. ‘Their remedy is not an in- 
junction suit. They must, if they want 
to use the city water. have an ordi- 
nance passed by the Municipal Assem- 
bly to change the city laws so es io al- 
low county residents to use the acity 
water.”’ a

Another curious letter was from New 
York. On the envelope was a ecard 
which stated the letter was from Benny 
Bernstein, “The Writer of the Pena!

States.’’ ‘he letter is_addressed to Sec- 
retary Bonaparte, in capsvof the French 
Ambassador. Pasted on the envelopes 
were headlines clipped from the daily 
newspapers, one entitled ‘“‘Chicago Con- 
demns Bad Meat’ ‘and ‘Proposed the 
Death Penalty—Secretary Bonaparte 
Recommends Such Punishments for 
Anarchists.’’ 

Scribbled on these clippings were 

some indecipherable words written in 
red ink. Several sentences were alsv 
written on the envelopes, among them 
being “Gall and vinegar and the gall- 
ing face,’ ‘““‘The wagging of the head” 
and ‘““The awakening of the blacks.’’ 
' On a sheet of paper, written in red 
ink, were the foliowing words: ‘This 
Government has done the greatest 
crimes ever committed by any Govern- 
ment.’’ On the back of this paper in 
large red letters was the word ‘‘Skid- 
do.”’ Beneath this word was _ written: 
“What became of the bones of the 3000 
American soldiers and the 100,000 poi- 
soned American troops?”’ 

An enthusiastic legal gentleman in 
New York recommended “grape and 
canister’’ and warmly protested that 
there should be ‘‘No. halfway meas- 
ures.”’ : 

A Boston gentleman who described 
himself as ‘fa fellow Harvard man, not 
an anarchist,’’ expressed ‘‘regret that a 
prominent alumnus of a college which 
hus always stood for clear’ thinking 
should seriously propose such a mani- 
fest perversion of fundamental justice” 
and says: “The moral obligation of 
men to think a-right, and that, with 
allowance for difference of personality, 
is tantamount to saying, ‘to think alike’ 
is certain In the near future to be more 
generally recognized than now. But the 
way to bring about the era of right 
thinking is not to begin with such a 
damnably iniquitous course of proced- 
ure as you, sir, have proclaimed.”

Government Investigation Be- 
gun to Determine How They 
May Be Prevented. 





RIO FOR PORTO RICAN 


Cheap Grade Sent to San Juan 
as ‘Red Beans’ and Re- 
shipped as Fine Coffee. 


By Leased Wire From the New York 
_ Bureau of the Post-Dispatch. 

NEW YORK, Aug. 15.—Huge frauds in 
the coffee trade of this port are ex- 
pected to be uncovered in the Govern- 
ment investigation begun here today. 

The charges made are that Brazilian 
coffees and coffees from other South 
American districts are shipped to New 
York and reshipped to San Juan, Porto 
Rico, where they are dumped out of the 
original package, placed in new sacks 
and returned to New York as Porto 
Rico coffee. 

The principals of the firm of Joquim 
Menendez, 56 New street, will be sum- 
moned to Collector 8tranahan’s office to 
explain why 41 200-pound bags, each 
marked and manifested as containing. 
“choice red beans,’’ were discovered to 
contain coffee. The declaration was 
made under oath by a clerk in the em- 
ploy of Menendez & Co. 

‘The market price of No. 4°Rio, which 
is the army and navy standard,” said 
Agent Truxtun, “is 9% to 9% cents a 
pound. It is an excellent coffee, but in- 
stead of selling it in this market on its 
merits, dealers willing to cheat reship 
it to Porto Rico as beans or wheat,\or 
some other cereal, and have it put in 
new sacks and returned to New York 
as Porto Rico coffee. The freight 
charges from New York and back are 
half a cent a pound. The handling and 
re-sacking cost half a cent, and this to- 
tal of 1 cent added to the original 9% or 
95 cents makes a total cost of 10% or 
10% cents a pound. 

‘The price of Porto Rico coffee in the 
New York market is from 12% to 13% 
cents a vound and the demand for it is 
sO great that it is gobbled up on ar- 
rival. It requires only a moment’s cal- 
culation to show what an enormous 
profit is realized in this substitution. At 
a conservative estimate the profit is 3 
cents a pound, which on a 200-pound 
sack is $6, so it is no wonder that so- 
called reputable firms are willing to take 
where the only offense they 
commit comes under--the head of sharp 
business practice.

There cannot be any question of the wisdom of the 
reported plan of the Board of Public Improv ements 
to prepare in time to meet an attempted “hold-up” 
in the contract to light the city. St. Louis has had

Of course, if the North American Co. offers 
a reasonable contract now, the city will be insured 
against extortion without extending the municipal 
plant. But the rate should be low enough to dem- 
onstrate clearly that it would be at least as advan- 
tageous to retain the contract system as to extend 
‘the municipal system. .

An incomplete list of deaths caused by automo- 
bile accidents during the past 12 months, compiled 
by the New York World, numbers 100.. The num- 
ber of injured is much larger. ; 

The deaths are fairly distributed between the own- 
ers, drivers, occupants of the autos and the outsid- 
ers. The recklessly driven auto is as dangerous to 
its occupants as it is to the public. 

In nearly every case the accident was due to in- 
competence or recklessness—to careless, unskillful 
handling, or to reckless speeding. 

The list is appalling and points to the necessity 
of moresstringent regulations to restrain those who 
do not have the inclination or the wisdom to regulate 
themselves. The probability of accidents when huge, 
powerful machines are rushed at top speed over 
crowded thoroughfares or imperfect roads, or when 
the machines are handled by incompetent persons, 
is apparent. New conditions such as those created 
by the use of new machines are always attended by 
more or less disaster, but the accidents can be re- 
duced to a minimum by prudence. 

Sensible and humane owners of automobiles, 
are undoubtedly in the majority, can do much good 
by discouraging, through example and _ influence, 
those who are recklessly But the solu- 
tion of the problem lies in fair but stringent regu- 
lations rigidly enforced. The butt end of the law 
is the only effective discourager of the worst of- 
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inclined.

Flies as Carriers of Typhoid. 
From the Medical Record. 
R. G. Eeceles declares that there is no 


reasonable room te doubt that the de- 
velopment of typhoid fever is connected 
with the use of infected water; but that 
typhoid fever results from the drinking 
of infected water is quite a different 
proposition. He then emphasizes the 
important part which flies play in car- 
rying disease germs to food. These in- 
sects go through human excreta, gar- 
bage, slops, sputa, and decomposing 
matter in one minute ana@ then wade 
over our food at the next. It is easy to 
see how food may multiply disease 
germs to the danger point, but it is_not 
evident how any person could take the 
disease from water that thousands are 
drinking without the slightest injury. 
Tvphoid germs injure by their toxin. 
When these germs get into food there is 
practically no limit to the poison that 
they are able to produce if the condi- 
tions are favorable. The writer then 
goes. into various phases of this ques- 
tion. He considers water, dust, and 
fomites as mere seed sowers. Food is 
the disease breeder. In the late war 
the Japanese lost only one-sixth a8 
many from typhoid fever and dysentery 
as did the Russians. The writer ascribes
